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WANTED—AN OTTER. . 
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(From Our 700L0GICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

Between the cantinued bad weather and 
a further clearing away of a tmmber of 
visitors from Dublin, the attendance at 
the ‘‘Zoo’’ during the past week did not 
exceed 5,977. Compared with the corre- 
sponding week last year, when only 3,105 
people entered the Gardens, this might be 
regarded as satisfactory; hut the small 
attendance in 1929 is easiiy explained by 
the fact that the Dublin tram strike was 
then at its height. With respectable 
eather conditions, a large number should 
certainly have passed the gate during the 
week just gone by. 


NEW ARRIVALS. 

For the coming week there is, at any 
rate. the attraction of some new arrivals; 
for in the Monkey House have been 
lodged a company of four Javan macaques 
—<dlecidedly handsome animals, at present 
rather too much struck with the strange- 
ness of their surroundings to respond 
very readily to advances of friendship on 
the part of human visitors, but clannishly 
profuse in their professions of attachment 
to one another. Some little green 
monkeys that have come over with them 
are already as destitute of shyness as any 
of the oldest inhabitants; but in the 
matter of looks they are _ hopelessly 
inferior to the macaques. 


BADGERS. 

Other recent additions to the collection 
include a number of badgers; three have 
reached the Gardens within the past fort- 
These animals—not long ago con- 
sidered rather rare—have of late years/so 
rreatly increased all over Ireland that, 
were it not for their strictly nocturnal 
abits, they would probably now be 
hought too common to be worth looking 
““goo.” Yet it is certain that 
ery small minority of the visiting: 
public have, in point of fact, ever seen 
“ Brock’’ in the fields, or could claim 
more than the most meagre acquaintance 
with either his habits or his looks. Even 
in the “ 7oo ” one must take one’s chance 
of getting a satisfactory peep at him. 
This distaste for daylight frequently 
keeps him, as it does the owls, in corners 
where he does not show to advantage. 
Badgers. however, even in the wild state, 
sometimes exhibit themselves by day, and 
with a little patient care they may, im 
confinement, become most engaging pets. 
It is rather. remarkable that their great 
increase in numbers within the past 
twenty years has been followed by a very 
large increase in the number of foxes in 
many parts of the country. This fact, for 
which abundant evidence is forthcoming, 
goes far to support the view maintained 
by Mr. Mortimer Batten and other 
zoologists that badgers promote the spread 
of the fox by providing Madame Reynard 
with suitable earths in new localities. 

AN OTTER PROBLEM. 

Tt seems a curious circumstance that, 
with both badgers and foxes so evidently 
on the increase, the ‘‘ Zoo ” has been for 
some time at present in want of an otter— 
an animal for whom excellent accommoda- 
tion exists, and whose graceful movements 
in the water are always delightful to 
watch. No one has put forward a theory 
that otters are beconting scarcer than used 
to be the case; yet, if one looks back 
twenty years into the “ Zoo’s ” records of 
animals in stock, one finds that in 1911, 
without any special effort to-obtain them, 
the collection contained. simultaneously 
five otters, presents from five different 
donors in different parts of Ireland (the 
immediate neighbourhood of Dublin not 
excluded). Why has the list now been 
blank for as many as fifteen years? 

A FURTIVE ANIMAL. 

The otter is, indeed, a furtive animal— 
credited by some authorities with never 
sleeping two consecutive days in the same 
retreat, though he certainly often hunts 
the same piece of water for several con- 
secutive moontight nights. Quite recently, 
to the writer's knowledge, considerable 
alarm was caused by the appearance of one 
of these ahimals in a pool in the neigh- 
bourhood of Kimmage, along whose banks 
it was for some time afterwards thought 
wise to forbid children from roaming. 
With a few otters on-~easy show in the 
““ Zoo,’ there would soon be less of this 
liability to “ nerve attack ” ‘at the sight 
of so beautiful and harmless an animal in 
one of his chosen haunts. Surely the bare 
fact of an otter being wanted has only to 
be known to ensure a ready response. 

EAGLES AND VULTURES. 

The Gardens are at present particularly 
rich in eagles and vultures of many kinds, 
to whose presence it is the more necessary 
to invite attention as they are chiefly 
lodged in the remote corner beyond the 
Elephant House and the Seal Pond, and, 
perhaps, on that account are. less fre- 
quently visited than the showy row of 
enclosures immediately beyond the Reptile 
House, where we find ourselves faced with 
the brilliant Kavirondo crowned cranes, 
the Brahminy kite, a healthy set. of pere- 
grines, and the two beautiful snowy owls. 
These, of course, “cannot be overlooked ; 
but-the cages further on contam several of 
the most recent and rarest acquisitions and 
will well re inspection. 

DAMAGE BY WASPS. 

It should be added that no difficulty can 
now present itself in the reading of the 
labels that tell the names of any of these 
fine birds and the countries they inhabit. 
The damage caused by the wasps (as 
noticed last week) has now been fully 
repaired by the substitution of new labels 
for the defaced ones. The wasps, however, 
continue their industrious work on the 
poster with the lion’s head at the gateway. 
So strictly do they confine themselves to 
the light-coloured part that the lines of 
the lion’s whiskers can be distinctly traced 
against the dark background—the back- 
ground spared and the whisker rasped 
away. The wasps are of a kind that build 
underground nests ; wise.the weather 
of the past week would probably have gone 
far towards spoiling, if not destroying,

Slow-Worms and Slugs. 


Most books on gardening tell us that the 
slow-worm, a legless lizard, feeds &ex- 
clusively on slugs, and I often meet them 
during gardening operations.” However, I 
came across one of them in action a few 
days ago. I noticed a large yellow slug 
humped in a peculiar mad onl and turned 


him over to find a young and lusty slow- 
worm securely attached to its back and 
feeding away vigorously. The slug seémed 
incapable of motion. Persons ignorant of 
the slow-worm’s value often clear him out 
of greenhouses and flower borders, but he 
is easily distinguished by his sleek, grey, 
rinzed coat, and, save for that and a flatter 
body, is like an ordinary earth worm. I 
diso found members of the common lizard 
family under warm stones in the rockery. 
These interesting little fellows earn our 
gratitude by living on the insect pests 
that ruin our borders, and are just as 
valuable to the gardener as their cousin 
the slow-worm. In the South the peasantry 
regarded them with superstition, and con- 
sidered it most unlucky to meet an 
‘“‘Arthaluachra,”’ which they did frequently 
among young grass and clover. .. Indeed. 
the story goes of a man who once swallowed 
one, which insisted on taking up per- 
manent lodgings in his interior. 


Ghe “G angler. 


I met a curious character in a Southern: 
provincial town the other day (writes a 
correspondent). He is known locally. as 
“the tangler.”” He. “ spots’: likely- 
looking horses for horse-dealers, and he 
has an intimate knowledge of the tricks 
of the trade. In this capacity he is of 
great service to his clients; for he pre- 
vents unscrupulous owners from selling 
broken-winded nags, or “ blowers,” .to yn- 
suspecting purchasers.

His first comedy, ‘‘ Love in a Bottle,” was 
successful at Drury Lane in 1698, and was 
followed by a new play nearly every year 
until his death in 1707. In 1 his 
‘‘Constant Couple’’ played for fifty-three 
nights. in London and twenty-three in 
Dublin—long runs for those days. Love 
itself played him rather a shabby trick. 
The women whom he married had repre- 
sented herself as a person of wealth, but 
after the marriage confessed her poverty. 
Farquhar never complained of the decep- 
tion, although his short life was a constant 
struggle against adversity. In 1704 he 
aid a visit to: Dublin again, and, failing 
In a subscription for his works, got per- 
mission from the Duke of Ormond, then 
Lord Lieutenant, for a benefit performance 
of another play of his, “Sir Harry 
Wildair,”” and he made £100 by the pro- 
duction.

Che C arrick Earldom. 


The Earldom of Carrick, which will in 
due course fall to Viscount Ikerrin, whose 
marriage to Mrs. Marion Edwards, of 
Philadelphia, has taken place at Doyles- 
town (U.S.A.), has for several generations 
been held by members of the Butler 
family, who have an ancestry common 
with that of the Ormonde family. 

Edmund Botiller, from whom the Butler 
family trace their descent, sat in Parlia- 
ment in the early years of the fourteenth 
century as the holder of a barony, and for 
his,services against the Scots he was raised 
by Edward the Second to the Earldom of 
Carrick. 

It was his lineal descendant, Sir Pierce 
Butler, who im 1629 became the first 
Viscount, “arid “tincé “then butcessive 
Butlers have held the title, several of 
them with distinction. The third Viscount 
was an officer in the Army of King James, 
the sixth Viscount was in Holy Orders, 
and was Chaplain-General to the Army in 
Flanders, under the command of the Duke 
of Ormonde.

The present Earl of Carrick, who 
succeeded to the title on the death of his 
father in 1909, also holds the subsidiary 
titles of Baron Butler, of Mount Juliet, 
in County Kilkenny, which dates from 
1607. and Viscount Ikerrin, his heir taking 
the latter as a courtesy title.

Che Roval Yacht Squadron. 


The ill-fated yacht, Islander, in which 
Commodore King and his companions s0 
tragically Jost their lives, was attached to 
the most exclusive sailing club in the world 
—the Royal Yacht Squadron: Originally 
named the Yacht Club, it was established 
by fifty yacht-owners at Cowes Point, in 
1812, and from its inception maintained 
an exclusive and distinguished roll of 
membership, in which Royalty was in- 
variably included. Admission is by ballot 
vote of the members, and heredity, rather 
than wealth, is the door through which 
admission is gained. Not even the in- 
fluence of a Royal sponsor will overcome 
the prejudice against the tradesman and 
the contractor, which is the very essence 
of this venerable institution. One of the 
world’s most famous yachtsmen, Sir 
Thomas: Lipton, who spent over £800,000 
in a vain attempt to win the most coveted 
trophy of yachting, is numbered amongst 
the unsuccessful aspirants to membership ; 
although proposed to the Club by the late 
King Edward, he was blackballed by the 
devoted members. He is a member of 
fifteen Royal Yacht Clubs, but the 
Squadron is not one of them. In 1827 the 
Club passed a resolution disqualifying 
any member who should apply steam to 
his yacht, and it was only after an un- 
usually acrimonious controversy, lasting 
for years, that the resolution was 
rescindéd. The fitst Royal Cup was pre- 
sented to the Club in 1834 by William IV.

Birmingham rammed and sank the U 15 in 
the North Sea, off Kinnaird Head, in the 
early hours of the 9th August The opening 
shot came about in this mauuer. 

Between the 16th and 19th August the 
British g SL TS Force, numbering 
85,000 of all ranks and arms, under the 
command of Sir John D: P. French, was 
shipped to French ports without the loss of 
a single man, and went into rest camps till 
the Zist, when: the forced march on Mons 
was begun, most of the troops getting to 
their objective, or its vicinity, by the evening 
of the 23rd, though some did not get in 
till midnight, and had then to begin trench 
digging 

FEELING FOR THE ENEMY. 

As ‘‘the eyes and ears of the Army,” the 
Royal Flying Corps had not expanded then. 
The cavalry divisions moved ahead or on the 
flanks. It fell to the lot of the Second 
Cavalry Brigade, composed of the 4th Royal 
Irish Dragoon Genres, 9th Queen’s Royal 
Lancers, 18th Queen Mary’s Hussars, and 
the 2nd Signal Troops under the command 
of Major-General H. de B. De Lisle, ©.B.. 
C.M.G., D.8.0., to cross the Mons-Condé 
Canal, pass through Mons northwards, and 
"feel ' for the enemy. 

Late in. the afternoon of the 21st trols 

of the 4th Royal Irish Dragoon Guards and 
9th Lancers sighted cayalry patrols of the 
enemy hovering about. the canal bridges to 
the-east of Mons, but did not come within 
rifle range of them. The night of the 21st 
the 4th Royal Irish lay in the village of 
Obourg. At dawn on the morning of the 
22nd the 4th sent out ‘“C”’ Squadron to 
reconnoitre northwards on the Soignies road. 
It was not the first time that the 4th was 
on active service in France ; for, when known 
at “‘Godfrey’s. Horse,” from the name of 
its Colonel, it served in the battles of Lan- 
den and Steenkirk, under the eye of Wil- 
liam the Third. 
_The quaint little village of Casteau—about 
six miles north-east of Mons and midway 
between that town and Soignies—was 
reached, and here the squadron went into 
cover, information having. been received from 
some of the fleeing peasantry to the effect 
that ‘ German cavalry were about—the 
dreaded Uhlans, whose very name struck 
terror into the Belgians’ hearts. 

GERMAN TROOPS IN SIGHT. 
Scouts were thrown out on the road north- 
wards, and a few minutes later they re- 
ported that enemy cavalry patrols were in 
sight. The scouts were signalled to retire 
slowly, so as to draw on the enemy. Two 
troops of ‘“‘C’’ Squadron dismounted and 
melted into the cover of hedgerow, ditch 
and undérgrowth, and other cover, flanking 
the road, the horses beirg brought further 
back by the “Number Threes"’; the other 
two troops drew their swords and prepared 
to pursue, if necessary. Six German troopers 
came down the road, followed by others, 
carefully ‘scanning every bit of the road. 
The concealed British lay in dead ‘silence— 
only broken by champing bits, ring of hoof, 
tinkle of accoutrements or the ““scringe ” of 
saddle leather' or stirrup. On came the 
Germans—till within yards of the 
afbush. Scenting danger they halted, con- 
versed for a minute, and. then wheeled to the 
right about. 

At that instant, Corporal Thomas, of the 
“CC” Squadron, fired his carbine—the first 
shot of the British Army in the Great War— 
and the dismounted troopers burst into 
musketry. Captain Hornby—a senior captain 
of the 4th—asked for and obtained permission 
to attempt the capture of the Germans. 

THE CHARGE. 

“Trot,” came the order, and then 
“Charge,' as the horses got into their stride, 
and like a whirlwind the troopers. swept down 
the road, overtook the Germans, swords 
flashed and fell, four Germans’ went down 
and the remainder were ridden down and 
taken, prisoners. The Germans belonged to 
the 4th Cuirassiers—the same’ regimental 
number as the victors’. The tWo troops went 
on far enough to draw the fire of the main 
body of the enemy, and, having attained 
their object, withdrew in good order to their 
squadron, 

Thus ended this smart little affair—one of 
the few purely cavalry affairs of the Great 


ar. 

To the 4th Royal Irish Dragoon Guards— 
afterwards amalgamated with the 7th 
Dragoon Guards and renamed the 4th/7th 
Dragoon Guards—belongs the distinction of 
having fired the first shot; making the first 
charge, sabreing the first enemy, and taking 
the first prisoners. 

The regiment is at present stationed at 
Shorncliffe, under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel E. M. Dorman, D.8.0., M.C.. It 
arrived home last year, and among those who 
met to welcome it was ex-Corporal Thomas.

WOMAN DOCTOR'S VIEWS ON 
CHILD TRAINING. 


“ A point of great importance in these days 
is the absence of happy relationships between 
mothers and daughters,’’ declared Dr. Alice 
Hutchinson at the British Social Hygiene 
Council Summer School at Welwyn, Hereford- 
shire, yesterday. Mothers and sons lived 
more happily together, sometimes, it was 
true, to the detriment of the sons. Love of 
a child for her father did not replace the love 
she was not receiving from her mother. The 
boy or girl who arrived at adolescence in a 
satisfactory frame of Mind was the one who 
had no doubt whatever about being loved. 

“I shocks me to hear such phrases as 
‘If you are not good I shan’t love you.’ ” 

Asked what her attitude was towards the 
slogan, “ Spare the rod and spoil the child," 
Dr. Hutchinson said:—‘‘ I started with the 
conviction that all whipping and slapping of 
children is thoroughly bad. I still think that 
seven-eighths of it is bad, because it is done 
in a temper. 

“That is the first drawback. The second 
is that you instil fear; and the third is that 
the child probably does not care twopence 
about it. If you leave the child without any 
sharp punishment its progress may be very 
slow, but I am asking myself whether occa- 
sional sharp slapping, with a warning before- 
hand, is not good.”

THE CARACCIOLA ‘“AFFAIR.”’ 


The disqualification from the race of 
Rudolf Caracciola, the German “ crack,’’ 
is still being discussed in official circles. 
Of course, the Royal Automobile Club 
officials had no option but to disqualify 
the Mercedes if the car did not come within 
the regulations, - Their complaint was that 
Caracciola’s car was fitted with a super- 
charger larger than those of the other 
Mercedes. But the Germans have given 
a plausible answer to the complaint— 
namely, that the supercharger is larger, 
but that it is of standard size, since the 
car in question is a 1930 model, while the 
others of the team are 1929 makes. If the 
Germans are correct in their claims, 
trouble may arise, as the Mercédes 
people say that it is probable that the 
matter will be laid before the Interna- 
tional Committee which controls auto- 
mobile racing. 

As matters stand, both sides seem to be 
in the right, but the point is: did the 
Germans explain at the time to the scruti- 
neers that the large supercharger was of 
standard size on the latest model, or did 
they wait until it was too late for the car 
to race before making their assertion? If 
they told the scrutineers when the ex- 
amination was made, then it was the duty 
of the R.A.C. to allow the car to race, and 
then hold an inquiry into its eligibility. 
It is to be hoped that the affair will end 
amicably, and that Caracciola and his 
friends will again compete in the British 
race.

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IRELAND'S NEED. 

Legislation in Great Britain has been 
busy with them in our own day, as various 
Acts of Parliament from Westminster show 
where thev have come specially under the 
Roard of Control and the Board of Educa- 
tion. The Royal Commission of 1906 issued 
a most valuable report on the “Care and 
Control of the Feeble-minded,’ followed in 
1913 by the ‘Mental Deficiency Act,’ and in 
114 by the ‘ Defective and Epileptic Children 
Act,’ bringing those classes into the category 
of persons to whom statutory authorities 
were required to give special attention. 

‘Every effort was made by those here 

e interested in the*mentally deficient 
to get these measures extended to Ireland, 
but this was not done, due to that perverse 
parliamentary action that eased the passage 
ef various measures which ‘did not apply 
to Ireland.’ 

‘That Ireland sorely. needed the mercy 
extended to the afflicted is shown by the 
estimate made in 1906. There were 25,415 
mentally afflicted persons in the country out- 
side of asylums, and 66 per cent. were in 
immediate need of provision being made for 
them, as against 44 per cent. in England and 
34 per cent. in Scotland. How far these 
estimates would stand the more rigid and 
elaborate system of registration now adopted 
ild be impossible to tell, but they give 
evidence enough te show how reprehensible 
was the action that withheld the extension 
lese measures to the country that seemed 
most.

The feeble-minded stand above both these, 
and they can be trained in habits of self- 
help and to perform work, when they be- 
come adults, for payment, but they require 
watchiulness. There is no dividin wats “sn 
tween eo and wrong with hens, nd 
morally they may prove a real social danger 
when evil tendencies prevail. 

. , ONLY TWO INSTITUTIONS, 

It. is sad to think that in the Free State 
there are but two institutions for the recep- 
tion and treatment of feeble-minded children 
totally inadequate to the stern necessity.of 
the case, Throughout the country hitherto 
numbers have been consigned to the work- 
houses, where the accommodation and treat: 
ment must of necessity be inadequate, and 
when placed in an asylum they become an 
equal burden on the management. It is plain 
on the face of it that, for their own sakes, 
separace accommodation and treatment, public 
or private, are essential for idiots and 
imbeciles. and their segregation made com: 
plete, The ease of the feeble-minded in Ire- 
land is particularly. sad, for the gradations 
Init cannot be finely drawn; so that the 
treatment and teaching within this class re- 
quire specialised qualifications in those into 
whose care they are committed. 

There are no arrangements in the Free 
State for the separate teaching of these 
children, and hence the necessary educational 
treatment they should receive forms no part 
in the training of the teachers. But in Eng- 
land a third year’s course of training is

z RIGHT OF THE STATE. 

I have already hinted ut the moral danger 
the feeble-minded become to the community. 
Conscience, which normally governs conduct 
and draws a strict line between right and 
wrong, 1s so feeble or absent altogether that 
feeble-minded girls become a prey to men 
of gross passions and fall victims to their 
lust. Every workhouse has efperience of the 
use made by ieeble-minded women in trouble, 
Whose children usually become a charge upon 
the rates. 

The worst phase of this evil ‘is that of 
children under sixteen years of age. These 
the State protects, but the difficulty: of pro- 
ceeding against .the delinquents in these 
revolting cases is very great, and they usually 
escape. The evidence of the poor victims 1s 
valueless and that of a witness invariably 
not forthcoming. Parents are unwilling to yo 
into court and spread family trouble abroad, 
while the case sometimes is settled by a 
inoney consideration, When cases can be 
proved the Jaw should show no mervy to the 
offenders. 

“ Logically the right of the State to pre- 
vent idiots, imbeciles and hopeless degener- 
ates from propagating their species can 
hardly be questioned, and for their own sake 
the greatest kindness and the greatest charity 
is to save themselves from the consequences 
of their own weakness and the infliction that 
has failen upon them ''

A TINY MACHINE. 
Captain Barnard left Lympne at 6.6 
a.m. yesterday, hoping to reach Tangier 
in the evening, and to begin the return 
journey to England at dawn to-day. 

The machine used for the flight is a 
Puss Moth, with a 120 hore-power 
engine, capable of sending the little ‘plane 
at over 100 miles per hour. 

The start had been postponed since last 
Friday on account of unfavourable 
weather reports. At dawn’ yesterday, 
however, news came from France and 
Spain that, except for a slight head wind, 
conditions were ideal. 

Captain Barnard had breakfast at a 
Hythe hotel, where he spent the night, 
and yesterday evening he hoped to sit 
down to dinner in the international part 
of Tangier, 1,200 miles from his break- 


fast table. 

THE START. 
When he arrived at the aerodrome, 
which overlooks the channel, dawn had 
already broken with a glorious Eastern 
sky. The airman jumped out of his car, 
and carrying his small attache case, im- 
mediately went to his spick and span 
little monoplane, which was dwarfed in 
the spacious hangar by two French and 
Dutch air liners, which were ready to 
leave dor the Continent. He was hatless, 
and wore light brown plus fours and 
white shoes. 
Half a dozen people saw the departure. 
Within a few moments the ‘plane had dis- 
appeared in the misty. clouds. Captain 
Barnard carried with him a flask of coffee, 
some oranges and sandwiches, 

HOME FOR DINNER TO-NIGHT. 
He ‘agreed that it was more like going 
off for a picnic than anything else, when 
a reqoxter wished him the best of luck. 

“T hope to be back in time for dinner 
in London to-morrow night,’’ he remarked 
just before the start, '' and I also- hope 
to prove once again the wonderful ability 
of this British aircraft. I am making the 
flight under. exactly similar conditions ¢0 
those of the Malta flight the other, week. 
“My oil and petrol will cost abot 
£9, and what quicker or cheaper kind of 
travel could you wish for.” 
The machine took off with a load of 
90 gallons of petrol, but the consumption 
is not likely to be more than two-t irds 
of that quantity, the engine being capable 
of 20 miles to the gallon.

The following are some of the criticisms of 
the Mandates Commission on the report of 
the British inquiry inte last year’s rioting in 
Palestine :— 

The Mandates Commission considers that 
the Palestine disorders cannot justly be re- 
garded as an unexpected disturbance in the 
midst of political calm, like the sudden ex- 
plosions of popular passion which have so 
often heen witnessed in the East. They were 

receded during the last four months of 

928, and in the early part of 1929, by a 
number of premonitory incidents which were 
usually connected with the Wailing Wall. 
~ This historic spot became, as it were, the 
focus of the claims of the two races con- 
cerned, each of which sought to utilise ine- 
dents unimportant in themselves in order to 
establish their respective claims de jure or 
de facto. gá 

The guarrel over the Wailing Wall gave 
rise amoag the inhabitants of Jerusalem and 
throughout a large part of Palestine to a 
state of nervousness and suppressed excite- 
ment, which was likely on an early occasion 
to develop into an outbreak of violence. 

The reference in the British report on the 
inquiry into the disturbances in Palestine— 
namely, that the outbreak was not directed

4 POLITICAL DISAPPOINTMENTS. 

Doubtless, the Arab attack Was directed 
enly against the Jews, but the disagreement 
which caused the Arabs to commit these 
excesses was ultimately due to political dis- 
appointments which they attribute to the 
parties concerned in the mandate and 
primarily to the British Government. 

All the declarations by persons and 
organisations representing the Arab section 
tend to emphasise the fact that the Arab 
movement was a movement of resistence to 
the policy of the mandatory Power solely in 
its capacity as mandatory. 

It goes on to say that the mandatory Power 
is alone responsible to the League of Nations 
for tha mandated te which it 
administers on the s , and it is 
on the observance of the matidate that the 
Commission has to advise the Council. 

TAKEN BY SURBPRISE. 

The report then says that the Falestine 
Government was in several instances ‘taken by 
surprise by the events which occurred there, 
In the case of the agitation the administra- 
tion appears to have displayed a lack of in. 
sight, especially on the occasion of the 
Jewish demonstration before the Wall on 
August 15and the Moslem counter-demonstra- 
tion of the following day, the gravity of 
which it apparently did not foresee, and 
again during the days of August 20 to 23, 
when the danger grew imminent, and could 
probably have still been warded off by 
mE precautions. 

e inadequacy of the intelligence service, 
which is admitted by the mandatory govern- 
ment, explains this failure to appreciate the 
situation. The hesitation of the local 
administration during this period is ex- 
plained by the fact that at the time of the 
cident it had altogether inadequate armed 
forces at its disposal. 

“UNCONVINCING ARGUMENTS.” 

As might have been expected in a country 
where explosions of religious and racial 
passions have constantly threatened the 
public peace, there was a defection on the 
part of the native contingent as soon as the 
rioting brought the two races into conflict. 
Some of them even joined the rioters. 

It has been urged that the presence of 
larger forces would have had no decisive 
effect, and reference has been- made to the 
massacre of 1920 and 1921, which larger 
British garrisons were not able to prevent. 

This argument seems unconvincing, and the 


- 


Permanent, Mandates Commission cannot help. 


feeling that the insufficient number of the 
British troops and the inadequacy of the 
police force was the main cause of the large 
area over which the disturbances took place 
and the gravity of their consequences. 
HEBRON AND SAFED. 

The circumstances attendant upon the out- 
break at Hebron and Safed suffice to show 
that this inadequacy was largely responsible 
for the loss of many lives. 

The report goes on to say that it is neces. 
sary to ascertain whether the mandator 
Power has by the general policy it has fol- 
lowed since the mandate came into force 
done everything that could be expected of it 
to prevent the explosion of the antagonism 
that was known to exist and to lessen its 
violence. 

- Up to the present the execution of the 
mandate has certainly not given satisfaction 
either to the impatient advocates of the 
Jewish national home or to the Arab ex- 
tremists alarmed by the influx into the coun- 
try of immigrants who do not share their 
religious faith or their national aspirations, 

THE SHAW COMMISSION. 

The Shaw Commission, to which reference 
is made in the memorandum, was appointed 
to inquire into the Palestine outbreak. It 
consisted of Sir Walter Shaw, formerly Chief 
Justice of the Straits Settlements, Chair. 
man; Sir Henry B. Betterton, M.P.; Mr. R. 
Hephia Morris, M.P., and Mr. Henry Snell, 
M.P. The Commission went to Palestine, and 
ité report was issued on March 31.

More ideal weather conditions for a war 
could not have been desired than those in 
which “Northland' and ‘‘Eastland’’ yester- 
day opened their mimic warfare in the 
Surrey countryside, between Chobham and 
the Hog’s Back. i 

These operations, which are in connection 
with the annual collective training for the 
2nd Division, are complicated by a number 
of ingeniously-conceived imaginary contin- 
gencies, including the uncertain neutrality of 
“Southland,” which is “sitting on the 
fence,’’ waiting to see where the advanta 
lies. Northland’s military strength is mainly 
in the mechanical form. Northland and 
Eastland both have small air forces, while 
Southland has none. 

It was learned that the Eastland force 
was being moved from the coast towards 
“ Militaria,”’ which is the bone of conten- 
tion, and that Northland had also stopped 
her ce training and was moving towards 
Wokingham. Northland’s citizen army was 
being mobilised. Southland, whose forces 
were already in a favourable position to 
intervene at once, made no move to indicate 
her intentions. 

War actively broke out last night, when 
Eastland forces, consisting of a brigade of 
infantry and a field artillery brigade, crossed 
the frontier of Militaria.

CARMELITE TRUST. 
——— 


SIR ROBERT DONALD AND THE 
NEWSPAPER INDUSTRY. 

There were several critical speeches from 
shareholders at the second annual meeting of 
the Carmelite Trust, Ltd., at River Plate 
House, London, yesterday. Sir J. R. P. 
Newman, Chairman of the Trust, presided, 

Since the last meeting six directors have 
resigned, and a discussion arose around this 
fact and the finances of the company. 

Several times the meeting was in an uproar 
when two or more shareholders endeavoured 
to obtain a hearing together. 

A shareholder (Mr. Ward) said that when 
six directors retired, and simultaneously there 
was a heavy slump of the Stock Exchange 
prices of the company's shares, the directors 
gave no explanation of their action. Another 
shareholder protested that the shareholders 
had not been informed when the directors 
contemplated resigning. 

Sir bert Donald, Chairman of Anglo- 
Foreign Newspapers, Ltd., who are in dispute 
with the Carmelite Trust, referred to the three 
thousand small shareholders in the Trust 
“who had lost their money,” but for whom 
there was no word of sympathy in the report. 

The report and the Chairman’s speech are 
totally inadequate, said Sir Robert. The 
newspaper rat vend position in this country 
is appalling. It has never been so bad. The 
first-class newspapers are not making any 
money at all. The key to a newspaper's pros- 

rity isthe volume of advertising, and that is 

own twenty per cent. among the big national 
newspapers. ithin the next twelve months 
there wil] be many casualties among the news- 
pers. The newspaper industry will be the 
fast to recover from the present slump. 

“You have lost nineteen shillings of your 
pound,’’ he went on, ‘“‘ and so far as I can see 
no effort is being made to salvage the remain- 
ing shilling. at we want in this company 
is an independent inquiry.”’ 

Sir Robert offered, on behalf of Anglo- 
Foreign Newspapers, Ltd., as the largest 
shareholders to foot the bill for such an in- 
uiry, and this offer was received with en- 

usiasm by several shareholders. 

Sir J. R. P. Newman appealed to the meet- 
ing to place a little more confidence in the 
directors. 

“ We welcome all inquiry,’’ he declared, 
“but, we ‘have some important and delicate 
negotiations on foot. If there is to be an in- 
dependent inquiry it will be absolutely fatal."’

BRITISH DOCTOR’S

If civilisation keeps up its present fight 
against. tuberculosis the disease will be as 
rare in 1950 as typhoid fever is now in Eng- 
land, declared Dr. Ernest Ward, the Hon.

THE SCRATCHING SHED. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
/rish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :— 

This is a good’ time to clean out the old litter 
of the scratching shed, and those who 
have gardens will find this good manure. 
Fresh stuff can be procured at present 
from grass clippings, weeds and leaves. 
All dry garden refuse makes good litter, 
but it is well to change it before winter, 
when other material can be substituted. 
Those who have the scratching shed in 
constant use, when the fowls are more 
or less confined, should limewash and 
thoroughly clean the shed at this time. 
Birds on free range will not need to use 
the shed till later on, and the best 
seratching place for them at present is 
in the fields, under the trees and among 
the shrubs, “where the grain can be 
thrown.
